When the facta aro stated that the law 
requires that the whole of a parcel which 
contains contraband or illegal articles must 
be seized by the Customs authorities, just 
as a vessel containing such articles is seized; 
that the Ingersol lectures, which had pre- 
viously beén adjudicated upon by the De- 
partment and allowed to pass, were in a 
separate parcel, and were therefore not 
subject to seizure ; and that the law had 
been explained to the Globe's nows-gatherer, 
it will at once be seen how grossly the 
action of the Oollector at Toronto and of 
the department has been misrepresented. 
The ‘‘ Age of Reason” and ‘‘ Pocket The- 
ology” having been declared immoral and 
indecent, and their importation being pro- 
hibited, nothing remained for the Collector 
at Toronto but to seize the whole parcel in 
which they were contained, irrespective of 
the character of those other volumes which 
were packed with them. In fact, had the 
remainder of the package which contained 
the prohibited books been bibles, still they 
must have been seized. Again, if Mr. 
Allan did not order the books that were 
seized, he has no grievance, or if he did 
order them, he must have known that two 
of them were liable to seizure, and that the 
rest of the package was also forfeit. 

Doubtless misled by the Globe's contemp- 
ible misrepresentation into the belief that 
the Collector of Customs at Toronto had 
seized, as immoral and indecent, works of 
a purely political character, the London 
Free Press and the St, Catharines Journal 
strongly censure Collector Patton, and the 
latter berates the Minister of Oustoms as 
well. The last named paper alao speaks of 
thelaw as ‘‘an enactment of a past age,” 
wheressit was, although passed some 36 
years ago, deliberately re-enacted.by Parlia- 
ment in 1879 and Parliament is possessed of 
the necessary authority for preventing the 
circulation of immoral or indecent litera- 
ture. The people's representatives have 
chosen the best and most effective mode 
of doing so which has suggested itself to 
them during the long period that the law 
has been in force ; and, although the St, 
Catharines Journal may think otherwise, 
it will find few, other than those who would 
place no restraint on the circulation of im- 
moral and indecent literature, to agree with 
it. The subject is one of too much import- 
ance to be trifled with, and if alaw cannot 
be framed to meet everybody's views— 
which is an utter impossibility—it is better 
that the error, if any there be, should be 
on the side of decency and morality.

Wasuinoton, Deo, 1.—Guiteau addressed 
the audience, saying :—‘‘About two weeks 
ago I sent out an appeal for money. I did it 
on my own account, and the day afterwards

out his authority. I again invite my friends 
to send me money, in the interest of the cause 
of justioe, and for my defence, They can 
send $5, $10 or $15, or a thousand if they 
wish, If they don’t want to be known, they 
oan send it without » name to Scoville,” 

Judge Porter resumed the croas-oxamination 
eliciting from the prisoner that physically he 
was a coward,aud always kopt away from per- 
sonal dlanger. Morally he was as brave as a 
lion, when he thought duty was back of him, 
Duty influenced him to remove the President, 
In his opinion the doctors killed the Presi- 
den*,not he, The acts of Jones and Mason in 
attempting to kill him were wrong, and they 
ought to be punished unless they cau show 
that they were {ospired by the deity, 

The witooas soon showed signs of impatient 
excitability, and strikiog his opon hand upon 
the dost, emphasized every sentence uttered. 
When pressed for answers he finally became 
obstinate, and shouted to Porter, ‘‘I know 
you well, and I know bigger men than you are, 
i've seen you shake your fingor at witnesses 
io New York, but you can’t scare me,” 

Shortly after, when asked i( he believed in 
tho ten commandments, to which he responded 
in the affirmative, and if he belioved the com- 
mandment “thou shall not kill,” ought to 
readin his case ‘‘thou shalt kill,” he be- 
came exceedingly violent, and refused to 
discuss that matter at all. There was 
no murder in his case, and no killing. It 
was simply for the jury to determine 
whether or not bis act in removing the Pro- 
sident was inspired by the Deity or n, it wag 
all nongcnse to split hairs any longer over 
that word.

The December Heavens. 


INTERCSTING SIGHTS IN THE HEAVENS DUR- 
ING DECEMBER-THE APPROACHING ECLIPSE 
OF THE SUN AND TRANSIT OF VENUS, 


Beautiful as the midnight sky has been 
during the month of November it will not 
be less so during the moath of December. 
Although the great star Sirius has been 
visible all the month, it rose too late for 
those early to bed to see it, but rising ear- 
lier every night it wlll soon be a conspicu- 
ous object in the early evening hours. 
With ao powerful glass a companion 
star can be seen with Sirius. This com- 
panion star is believed to be a planet which 
circles round Sirius, just as the earth circles 
round the sun. On the 27th of December 
the opposition of Mars occurs, and this 
furnishes a good opportunity of observing 
the tiny moons of that planet. Jupiter and 
Saturn have now passed opposition, and ris- 
ing before the sun sets, can be seen well up 
in the heavens, by the time darkness has set 
in. Jupiter presents a splendid appearance, 
The belts are slowly changing, and a dark 
one is forming in the southern hemisphere 
of the planet. This belt is close to the great 
red spot which appears on the planet's disc 
and touches it at one point, In the north- 
ern hemisphere the rose-colored belt still

Crazy Fite of Hlephants, 


A SHOWMAN’S RECOLLECTIONS OF KRErEKS 
KILLED AND THE DESTRUCTION DONE BY 
THEM. 


(New York Sun.) 


Of all mad elephants, Hannibal,I think, 
was the woret,’’ said Dr. I. A. Graves, the 
veteran showman at Bunopoll’s. ‘* Most 
olephants recover from a mad fit within a 
fow days, but Hannibal—well, he would 
keep up a tantrum for weeks and months 
ata time. The longest spell he ever had 
began one morning in June, 1854, while 
travelling with Raymond & Waring’s man- 
agorio from Pawtucket to Fall River. He 
broke away from his keeper and ran the 
highway thirteer miles, smashing every. 
thing he conld. Talk about elephants 
being large. Hannibal looked as big asa 
locomotive that morning. The keoper at- 
tempted to check him, and was chased into 
a swamp, ‘The first vehicle the mad ele. 
phant met was a buther's cart loaded with 
mutton, He smashed the cart, killed the 
horse, broke the driver's arm and scattered 
the quarters of mutton along the highway, 
Two vegetable waggons were upset and the 
horses were killed, the drivers escaping 
uphurt, Whenthe fury of the fit was 
spent, Hanuibasl was found beneath a tree 
on the roadside completely exhausted, and 
for the time submissive. Tusk chains were 
applied, and for many weeks afterwards he 
was kept under the strictest surveillance. 
To approach him during this period was 
dangerous. On turning out one morning 
in Burlington, Vt, L found & number of 
women and children patting him, while he 
was swinging his ears in evident enjoyment, 
Then I knew the spell was broken. He 
was very docile and tractable during the 
balance of the season. 

** Hannibal was the most yicious ele- 
phant that ever tramped witha show. In 
1839, while wo were at Connellsville, Ohio, 
a stranger gave hima pail of water. He 
drank the water leisurely, and then, sud- 
denly turning his head, struck the man 
with his tusks. The poor fellow died. 
While chained at Williamsburgh, N.Y., in 
1857, he took a fit and pursued the keeper 
into a stonéyard, when he got wedged in 
among the boulders, and was subdued in 
this dilemma. Up to 1854 Hannibal was 
noted for his unchangeable good nature, 
In those days old ‘ Put’ Townsend used to 
be his keeper. ‘ Pot had trained him to 
drive the stake to which it was customary 
to chain him. One day ‘ Put’ started the 
stake aud handed the sledge to Hannibal 
to complete the job. Hannibal made a 
ponderous blow at the stake head, but 
struck his foot instead. He threw the 
sledgo so for that it required an hour's 
search to find it, and never would touch 
one again, Hannibal lived to be 100 years 
wld, and killed twelye men. 

** Columbus was another bad elephant. 
In December, 1849, while with Raymond 
& Waring’s menagerie, Uhestnut street, 
Philadelphia, he killed his keeper, took 
possession of the show, and retained it for 
three days, killing in that time two camels 
a llama, and upsetting a large stove and 
two animal cages. The doors were barri- 
caded, cannon were mounted in the street, 
and soldiers paraded the premises in readi- 
ness to give him a werm reception should 
he appear. Finally two keepors entered 
the building from above, straddled the 
cross-beams, and dropped a noosed rope to 
the floor. He walked into the trap, and 
when he realized that he was caught, sub- 
mitted quietly to the chaning operation 
Columbus fell through a bridge at North 
Adams, Mass., the following summer, and 
died a few days later. 

** Bill Williams, or ‘ Canada Bill, as he 
was professionally called, was Oolumbus’ 
tirat keeper, Forepaugh’s elephant Romeo 
killed him in winter quarters at Frankfort, 
Pua., in 1865. Bull went into the elephant’s 
den to do some chores, and his croshed and 
maugled body was found a few hours after- 
ward. George Waste was killed in much 
the same manner by Turner's African Ro- 
meo. Before a rescuing party could get 
his body away from the elephant, it was 
denuded of everything exeept one boot. 
The elephant Pizarro hadmad spells oftener 
than those I have mentioned. In 1850 he 
killed his keeper and two camels, near New 
Orleans, and then rajded the country for 
miles aropnd, doing great damage to farm 
property. Chief, who is the only one of 
the mad or ‘ rogue’ elephants alive, killed 
John King. the keeper, with Robingon’s 
show in 1879 " 

** What causes the madoces ot elephantel ’ 
was aaked, 

** It you have eyer notiged, you may haye 
seen that thore are issues from the head of 
the ulephante, just behind the ear. When 
these are kept open, 4 thin, watery sub 
stance exudes therefrom. J] have always 
romarked that clephauts are kind]ydrapoaed 
and easily handled while these issues are 
open, but just so soon aa they become clog- 
ged, madness ensues. The insertion of a 
common tape needle brings relief.” 

‘Ts it truo that clophants sre fond of 
stimulants and narcotics |” 

‘You, exceedingly so. Now, thero's 4 
popular error that shoal be corrected. Jt 
has always been thought thatif you gave 
an elephant tebacco he would never forget 
it, and years after would kill you if an op- 
portunity presented iteelf. That is not so. 
On the contrary, there are but two things 
which they relish more—appletree bhoyghs 
and thistles. Their pasgion for fine out 
tobacco is something maryellous. Some 
time aguv when | was trayolling with the 
elophant Conqueror, it wasmy cystom ta 
carry a meerechaum pipe in a partiorlar

ors. Whon wo thought of all that she might 
done, all the ploasures of sovioty and travol of 
whioh she might have tasted had phe chosen | 
to do s0, we could appreciate the strength as 
well as tho beauty of her character, and tho 
purity of the motive which impolled hor to 
seok not her own happiness, bat that of others, 
But bohind those patural graces of charnoter 
was tho strong roligious spirit which inspired 
her. Her hoart was fillod with the grace of 
God, Sho early consecrated herself to God's 
work, and bad atriven, humbly yet faithfally, 
by the help of the Lord,to live up to hor high 
ideal of what a Christian life should be. The 
kind, thoughtfal, and patient apirit which 
animated her, the proacher said, might be 
that of everyone of us if we drank at the same 
fountain of grace that she did, Then, when- 
over the oall of death came, it wou'd find us 
ready, Tho sad calamity which wo yet 
mourned brought home to us with renowed 
force the awful tngertainty of human lite, 
The samo suddon all might come to any one 
of us to-day. As wo resngnizo the fact that 
wo do not know what a day or an hour may 
bring forth, wo should also recognizs God's 
voice of warning’: ‘‘ We know not tho doy 
northe hour whereia the Son of Man cometh ” 
We should seek, and wook ‘now, tho loyo of 
God, so that whon death calls us wo may 
enter into that ‘‘rest which remaineth for the 
people of God,”

Thusacold may comofromdampor chilled 
foot, from even a slight draft of air blowing 
through a crack, upon one side or portion 
of the body and cooling it ; from standing 
near a fire or stove, and heating one side 
while tho othor remains comparatively cold; 
from warmer clothing on one part of the 
body than on another; from lightly dressing 
the arms and lower limbs, or leaving them 
naked ; from standing over a hot registor ; 
from the chilling evaporation of water or 
moisture,from a portion only of ono’s cloth- 
ing ; In general, from any cause producing 
inequality of tomperature, 

The causes of a cold, named,indicate how 
te avoid one. Maintaining general vigor 
by nourishing, well digested food, gives 
one power to resist anattack, Whon to be 
especially exposed, a little tonic, as a grain 
or two of quinine, taken in advance, may 
be useful. Stimulants, like alcoholic liquors 
aro but a temporary aid ; the reaction after

When atruck with{s sense of chilliness,15 to 
30 drops of Aromatic Spirits of Ammonia, 
in half a tumbler of water, will often start 
a uniform circulation all through the body, 
as this quickly enters the whole blood and. 
is stimulating. Soaking the feet in warm 
water, gradually adding warmer water as 
long as it can be borne, draws off the blood 
from all the rest of the body, and often 
relieves congestion in any local part. 
Smart friction apon any part or the whole 
of the skin surface, or a uniform surface 
sweating, produces like results. But in 
these cases, special care must be taken to 
prevent after-chilling ofthe feet, or any 
other part. After the feet heating, wipe, 
mat Ae a and cover them warmly. 

he best remedy we have found for a 
recent cold is a moderate movement of the 
bowels with castor oil, or caustic or other 
mild cathartic magnesia. This produces a 
flow of fluid, drawn from the blood to the 
alimentary canal, and thus reduces the 
pressure upon any one congested point, 
just as drawing off part of the water from 
a flooded pond relieves pressure upon a 
weakened dam orembankment. This is to 
be followed by keeping the body warm and 
comfortable, and toning it up with good 
food, or a simple tonic like quinine. 
“Weeding a cold,” prior to taking a cath- 
artic, is the worst possible treatment. It 
is only adding material to increase the con- 
gestion.—American Agriculturist for De- 
cember. .

physiology. Here is a short leason: All 

inds of food, as hay, grain, bread meat, 
ete., are, like wood, mainly composed of 
charcoal (carbon) and water, with consider- 
able nitrogen in some of them. To prove 
this, strongly heat any of the above food 
ma ina pit, or better under 
glass. Water, with some nitrogen gas 
will be driven off and can be found in the 
glass receiver, while only charcoal will re- 
main. Letin more air and the charcoal 
itself will unite with, the oxygen of the 
atmoaphere,and also go off as a transparent 
invisible carbonic acid gas. This chemical 
action sets at liberty heat that was before 
concealed or insensible, the same as wher 
wood or coal is burnt rapidly in a stove 
producing an active fire; or as when wood 
decays, but gives off heat so slow as not to 
be observed ——We mist have an evor- 
burning fire in both the animal and human 
system. If the surrounding atmosphere is 
cold, and carries off heat by putting in more 
food, or by surrounding the body with a 
covering that prevents the escape of much 

ent. 

Ts it not plain, then, that by keeping 
animals warm, by means of close buildings, 
or shelter against heat stealing winds, less 
food will be needed, and there will be less 
waste of flesh in making heat? Any ar- 
rangement of shelter, cover, stable, shed, 
blankets—anything that will provent the 
natural warmth from passing away from 
the surface of any animal—will be a great 
saving of food required to keep up the ab- 
solutely necessary internal life warmth; 
will prevent loss of flesh ; will allow the 
food to go more to adding to weight of 
flesh, orthe yield of milk, or of wool, 
Shelter and external warmth in cold wea- 
ther are most economical and therefore 
profitable in the keeping of farm stock, —

Bee Keeping in Canada, 
BY D, JONES, BEETON, ONT, 


(From the Montreal Witness.)

WINTERING IN BEE HOUSE, 


To do this successfully, it should be so con- 
structed that the out-door temperature can- 
not aff«ct that of the bee house ; and in order 
to scoomplish this its walls should be packed 
tightly with two feet of dry sawdust, or three 
fect of chaff packing overhead same thickness 
and the bottom so protected that no frost can 
penetrate. Next it should have a ventilating 
tube at the top, of not less than one square 
inch to each colony of bees, It should have 
sub-earth ventilation by means of » tube laid 
below the ye frost will pe»etrate,and from 
oue to three hundred feet in length, coming 
in contact with outside atmosphere at the 
other end ; as air passes through this it is 
tempered by distance, and comes into the 
house at an equal temperature. By means of 
alldes at these ventilators, the temperature 
can bo ar ed in the bee-hotee, which 
should stand from 42° to 45° and in. no case 
should it fall lower than 40°. Now if a bee- 
house is constructed in this way it ‘will not 
change its temperature more than from 1° to 
3° during the winter, and can be rogulated,as 
before stated, by means of ventilating slides. 

PREPARATION FOR WINTER. 


All thie must be done in the fall, They 
should be strong in bees, plenty of yousg,and 
should be crowded up to hayes no more comb 
than they can cover, and their combs well 
stored \with pollen and honey (sy 20 to 30 
pounds of the Istter), Ifyou have not this 
quantity of honey, feed granulated sugar snd 
water (2 pounds of the former to 1 of the 
letter) brought to a boil before feeding, This 
makes as good and even better feed than the 
best of honey, and should be fed in time for 
bees to seal it over, Commence to feed im- 
mediately after first frost has killed ‘the flow- 
ere, No glucose should ever be fed, Winter 
pareages should be made through oumbs and 
allow space of half an inch between combs, 
The last sunshining days in fall remove the 
lid and cloth from hive and allow the sun to 
ehive in, This purifies and drya them, then 
put on a cloth free from propolis, that same 
evening carry bees carefully into houre, plac- 
ing them on a bench 10 to 12 inches from the 
floor or ground; thia keeps bees out of the 
carbonic avid gas which sinks to the lowest 
pert of the bee-house, and is given off by the 
bees in the hive. The lids should be removed 
acd only cloth or cushion of cheff or sawdust 


‘allowed to remain on hive. 


When one row has been placed 2 to 6 inches 
apart on branches, put strips 1 to 2 inches 
wide on the rear and front of hives and upoo 
th's place another row, haying upper row in 
such a way as to have spece betwoen 
these below centre of the hive placed above, 
and so on, taking care to have atronger 
stocks in lower row, leave entrance wide 
open. 

Two thermometers should be placed in each 
home—one opposite bottom row and another 
opposite the top, the former indicating 42° and 
the Jattor 45°, 

Keep house perfectly dark and let them 
alone until you sot them ont inthe spring un- 
leas they show signs of dysentery by soiling 
the entrace ef their hive, ia which caso take 
them cut quictly on tho first favorable day 
and give thema fly, Have tight-titting triplg 
doors making two dead air sp. cox. 

WINTERING IN CELLAR. 


Tbe same preparative in the fall and man- 
agement throughout the winter is necessary 
hore as in the bee houre, place them at least 
two feet from the cellar botton. Temporature 
pame as bee house, 

Do not allow any deosying voyetab!es inthe 
cellar with the bees. If they show signs of 
dysentery and tlio weathor is fine give them 
a flight, being sure to always put thom on tho 
samo stand again after first flight. Never 
loavoe them out over night, but put them 
back in tho cellar after they retarn from their 
flight, Sot out cf bee house and cellar the 
lirst fayorablo weatber whon pollen appears.

Ministerial crisis, the event of the day, 
Thoro has been for some time a bitter 
grudge botwoon the two, which was aygra- 
vated by M. de Monteboello’s attempt dur- 
ing the elections to wreat the constituency 
of Mariande, originally represouted by M, 
Granior de Oagasagnac, from his son.

but M. Paul de Onssagnac took offence at 
M. de Montebello's” congratulating M.

Loon Say’s chief secretary from its impetu- 
ous editor's own pen. 

The insult was too gross to be passed 
over, and M. Adrien de Montebello accor- 
dingly at once despatched two of his 
friends, the Viscomte de Saint tierre, 
Senator, and M, Casimir Perier, Deputy 
to M. Paul de Cassagnac, for the purpose 
of arranging the preliminaries of a hostile

The Direct Line to Brazil. 


(From the Halifax Herald.) 

On Boak’s wharf Monday afternoon at a 
quarter to four o’clock, was hoisted the flag 
of ‘the Societe Postale Francaiso de L’ 
Atlantique, the owners and operators of 
the direct steamship line between Osnada 
and Brazil and Oanada and France. lt is 
of blue, 12 feet long by 8 feet wide, with 

white stars—one inch in, corner, and one 
in centre. The unostentatious hoisting of 
this flag, will, it is believed mark a new 
era in the commercial history of i 
The pioneer steamer of the line, the Comte 
a’ Eu, has left Rio Janeiro, and is: expect- 
ed to arrive in this port about the 15th or 
18th of next month, After leaying Rio 
Janeiro, she calls at Bahia, Pernambuco, 
Ceara, Maranbam, and Para ; and also at 
St. Thomas—thus opening up steam com- 
munication with all those parte. She is 
believed to havea full cargo, the greater 
part of which is through freight for the 
oe provinces, This, with her mails, 

be landed at the new deep water Ter- 
minus. She will immediately take in her 
outward cargo and leave for her return 
voyage witbin a week. A large quantity 
of upper province manufactured goods and 
peer may pales her eo outward 
cargo. e uarters of the company 
in Halifax will be Boak's wharf— which will 
hereafter boknown as the West India wharf.

The 
Comte @’ Eu is an iron boat, built in Liver- 
pool, 1,561 tons gross, ahd classed 100 at 
Lleyds.

The announcement that tho trial of 
Guiteau for the murder of tho late Prosi- 
dent Garfield will be brought to an ond 
within afew days will be weloome to the 
public of Oanada as woll as to the people 
of the United States. Tho longth of the 
proceedings in acaso at which thoro has 
been since the first day but one isaue, 
namely the insanity, or at all event the 
accountability for the acts of the prisoner, 
at well as tho interruptions of the assassin, 
have disgusted every ono who had read the 
daily reports ef the trial, On tho part of 
the prosecution the eyidence was not 
specially directed towards showing the 
prisonor’s sanity, honce the amount of testi- 
mony was not very large, the onus of prov- 
ing lack of accountability being left to the 
defencé. Not until tho last day or two 
have the prisoner's counsel addressed them- 
selves to this task, and not, it must be 
said, with any great degree of success. The 

experts who were summoned to testify did 
so on general grounds, not asthe result of 
personal examination of the prisoner, con- 
fining themselves ‘to tho statement that, if 
there was, as alleged, a taint of hereditary 
insanity in the Guiteau family, the pris- 
oner was insane. Evidence of such a 
character as this ought not to weigh even 
with ajury such os the absurd jury law of 
the United States compels the Oourts there 
to summon, and as the weight of evidence 
andhis own conduct in court have shown, 
he is perfectly capable of distinguishing 
ol right and wrong, a yerdict of 
ty’ will in all probability be record-

Two 
factors during the season just past have opor- 
ated favorably for oheeso makers, Ono is 
the extremely low freight», which will proba- 
bly never again be ao high as they have boen 
previous to this year; and the other is a 
large oxpansion ef the cheese teade in our 
own country, But for these, wo might have 
seen as low prices as ruled in 1879,

Cugese.—The fact that there was 80 little 
doing on the board of trade to-day was owing 
mostly to the reason that ihe majority of the 
salesmen aro holding off until the last day, in 
order to cure up all their choees and sell it in 
alump. Since the opening market of the sea- 
ton there have nof been so fow salesmen on 
the board as there were to-day, Trantactions, 
therefore, lacked animation, aud buyers had 
things pretty much their own way. Those 
who were ready to sell took whatever was of- 
fored for their overy-other-day cheese and 
closed it out entirely, , Next Monday will be 
the final day of sale for this season, and there 
will be the usual meeting of the board to hear 
the reault of the season's trade. 

Transactions for to-day are slender and of 
amall account, They were as follows; 763 
boxes at Ilo, ; 300 at Iljo. ; 75 at llgo. and 
28 at Iljc, Sales, 1,146 boxes; consign-

The Utica Hop Market. 

Buyers in this city have been quiet during 
tho past week, purchases not haying exceeded 
225 bales. Prices rango all the way from ldo, 
to 25,, but purchases at 240. and 25, were 
confined to the early days of the week. 
Twenty-two cents is all that the beat hops can 
now command and 20c, is the more general 
price oyen for the finest. Considerablo many 
hops have been sent to New York on com- 
mission, afact which is looked upon asa 
Weakening onthe part of growers. Many 
rogard it as a permanent decline, but others 
consider it only temporary, and hold on with 
a firm grip.—Herald, 


The President's Message. 


Prosident Arthur's first messago, presented 
to Congress on the 6th, is in many respects 
an important document. Much of it is occu. 
pied with details of the country’s foreign re- 
Intions, which may be summiarized in the re- 
mark that it is living in friendship with many 
and at peace with all. The surplus for the 
year was over $100,000,000, and the excess of 
exp rta over imports, which is steadily in- 
creasing, last year reached the enormons fig- 
ure of $259,713.718. A sweeping repeal of 
internal revenue taxes is recommended, and 
measures are urged for the care of the Indians, 
the efficiency of thearmy and navy, the 
setiling of the question of presidential ‘‘in- 
ability,” and the suppression of polygamy. 
Civil Service reform comes in for » long dis- 
cussion, without any very radical suggestion, 
The topics treated of most important to per- 
sons ontside tho States arc the Panama Canal 
and Chili-Peru affairs, Asto the canal tho 
President maintains the porfeotly indefensible 
doctrine that the building aad gontrol of the 
canal concerns the United States and not the 
European Powers, If this doctrine is insisted 
upon, and the United States attomptato on. 
force it, trouble js inevitable. None of the 
European nations can consent to poy one 
Power dominating so important a highway 
a8 this canal will be, As to tho Peruvian 
diffioulty, the President alludes to the troubles 
brought about by the differing instructions: 
anid to havo boen sent to the American Min- 
isters at Lima and Valparaiso respoctively,and 
montions that a special envoy has been des 
patohed with power to ticat with both Go v- 
ornmont,

conversation, Withholding his name, [ will 
merely say that he is tho largest miller and 
exporter of flour in the Dominion, owning mills 
in Montreal and olsowhero, making several 
thousand barrels daily, He brings wheat in 
the summer from Duluth to Montreal at a cost 
of nine cents per bushel, and he has also one 
mill on Lake Huron which tarns out 900 bar- 
rola daily, the product of which is mostly ex- 
ported, the freight from Goderich to Glasgow, 
via Boston, being 38 to 39 cents. On arriving 
in Chicago I had an opportunity to still fur. 
ther converso with my Moatreal friend, and 
this time I led him to the topic of the protect- 
ive tariff policy for Canada. We were 
in the graud rotunda of the Palmer house, and 
lighting a cigar he took possession of one of 
the large eusy chairs, and said, ‘‘ Now, i'm 
ready for you,” aud ae I pulled out the famil- 
ine yellow paper of the Boston craft, and my 
pencil, facing my hugo Canadian friend, who 
was over eix feet acd broad-shouldered in pro- 
portion, I could not help thinking that such a 
man would be ready in anothersense for any or- 
dinary man, and would make ehort work of him 
too, But that has nothing to do with protection 
the reader will say, so revenons ‘*I was jost 
the bitterest foe to probection that oan possi- 


bly be imagined,”’ eaid he with emphasis, ‘‘and 


I actually went toa leading member of the 
Govornment and besought him with tears to 


sayo mo from ruin, and not try it. I had up 


to that time dopended upon the States for my 
supply of wheat, and with a duty it would be 
shut out, I wasin despair. And yet to-day 
the tariff haa no stronger friend than myself, 


I can see that it is developing the industries

.Au Office to be Shortly Opened in 


Toronto.

The Canada Mutual Telegraph Company, 
which is looming up ia the distacce as a rival 
of the amalgamated company, is making rather 
slow progress in the constraction of the lines. 
The primary object is to connect the chief 
places of business ia the Dom nioa, as Mont- 
real, Toronto, aud Ottawa, with the lines in 
the United States of the North Ameriosn 
Matual, the father of the Canada Matual, In 

ursuance of that object a line hss almost 
bea completo! from Ottawa to Montreal, 
whence it will bs carried to connect with the 
United States lines in Albany, and offices will 
be opened in those two citivs in probably less 
than a month. Lagt week a numbor of men 


began at Lambton Mills constructing a line 


towards Buffalo, with the objoot of connecting 


Toronto with the lines there, This line, it is 
expected, will be completed by the firat of 


January, when an office will probably be 


opened hore, 

The above aro all the counoctions that will 
bo made before next spring. Thon, however, 
it is understood, the company will attack the 
work at oyery point in the Vominion, and it 
will be carried forward so vigorously that bo- 
foro the following winter seta in every lino of 
tho Groat North-Western from Sarnia to 
Halifax will be duplicated by ita rival.

of such accounts. Ono day's lato tolograms, 
for loatance, report the logs of seven schooners 
wrockod at Magdalon Islands, ono sunk in the 
Downs and twonty-ono lives lost, a Natel 
atoamor foundered and ten persone drowned, 
4 Collision ou the Thames in which a steam 
yaoht sunk, aul seven porsuns werd drowned, 
two steamers and a aubo ner let On the coast 
of Australia, all the hands of the lattor being 
drowned. ‘This is this morning's record, and 
not a vory notiooablo ono, there beiog no 
widely prevailing and extraordinarily sovoro 
storm roported, Every day has ite talo of its 
looses, sometimes sinaller and sonetimos 
largor than to-day’s, but the smalloat all too 
Inrgo. Wo aro startled at tho immonaity of 
the loss when it is prosontod to us jo tho ahapo 
of atatiatios, but they are #0 aroat that wo 
osnnot grasp thely moaniog. Take Lloyd's 
figares an thoy aro publishod wodkly in the 
Times. For tho week eodieg Odtober 20th 
last, sixty-seven vossele wore wreoked, the 


approximate aggregate loss boing thirty 
million dollars, For one woek that is not 
bad, or rather, that is very bad, and then 
it was not an extraordinary week for this sea.

OBITUARY. 


ROBERT NEWHARY, KAQ,, CITY CLERK, 


Alter a sovore iilnoss of over two wooke’ 
duration, Mr, Robt. Nowbery, City Clork, 
diod last ovening a fow minutes aftor 8 o'clock. 
Up to Wednesday noon it was hoped that his 
naturally strong constitution would onable 
him to withstand the constant drain on his 
vitality; but bis eyatom had become too 
thoroughly jaundiced, and Wednesday after- 
noon his condition began to grow Worse, and 
he steadily sank since that timo, Is is now 

| known that he retained his consciousness 
almost up to the very moment of death, but 
was unablo to speak and was oven too woak 
to make his wishos known by signs, He 
passed away painlessly, poacofully, and with- 
out a struggle, 

Tho deceased gontloman was born in Coly- 
ton, Devonshire, England, in June, 1825, and 
Was consequently in his 57th yoar at the time 
of hiv death. Whilo little moro thana lad 
ho came out to Canada to push his fortunes, 
and was for soveral yoara ongaged asa toach- 
or in Marysbarg,P. E, County, in Froderioka- 
buargy Ernostown, Nowburgh and Waterloo, 
and at times ho also ongaged himself as book- 
keopor to busineas nen in Kingston and Pio- 
ton. Hoe was quite celebrated at that timo as 
an efficiont teachor, and Dr, Hope, who was 
then Chairman of the School Board of Belle- 
ville, determined to seoure his services for the 
old Pinnacle Street School, Accordingly, in 
1851, Mr. Newbory came to Bolleville from 
Waterloo, and was installed as teachor in that 
school, and speedily became the most popul- 
ar teachor in the town. He continued in that 
position for several years, and many of our 
middle-aged citizens received the foundation 
of their education from him. In after life he 
retained a peculiar interest in and affection 
for the Pinnaole Street School, and delighted 
to recount his early experionces as a teachor 
there, After several years of hard and faith- 

fal work asa pedagogue, Mr. Newbory was 

engaged as assistant by Mr. Henry Bull, 

who kept a large goneral store; but he soon 

launched out int» business for himeelf as an 
insurance agent, After this he was employed 
by Mr, Aikens, as manager of his luraber 
business, and was shortly afterwards appoint” 
ed Superintendent of the County Roads, In 
1858 he received au appointment in tho Cus- 
toms and Exoise Department here, as Inspeotor 
of Exciso, He was afterwards employed as 

olerk bythe late W. A, Foster, Esq,, and 

remained with him for several years, In’ 
1873, on the death of the late R, M. Roy, 
Esq., he was appointed Olerk of the Munici- 
pality, which positlon he has since retained, 
discharging the onerous duties of the office 
with acknowledged ability, oare and faithful- 
noss, 

Mr, Newbery naturally evinced a lively ins 
terest in educational matters, and bas of late 
jbeen a valuable member of the Board of Educa- 
tion. He was also a momber of the St, 
George's Society, of which he has been Presi- 
deat, and was also a prominent momber of 
the Masonio fraternity. 

In 1855 Mr. Newbery married the eldest 
daughter of the late Geo. Benjamin, Esq., ox- 
M, P. for North Hastings, by whom ho has 
had a oumerous family. 

‘Lhe decased gentleman was widely known 
in this part of the country, and his many ex- 
cellent qualities of heart and hesd made him 
a general fayorite, As an ‘official, |he was 
specially distinguished for his courtesy and 
kindneas, and no one—no matter if he were 
the humblest and poorest citizen—who ever 
came to him for advige or information, yas 
allowed to leave until all could be done for 
him that was in the Clerk’s power to dv, Ais 
courtesy, moreover, was nob merely op 
the aprface; he had many of the sterling 
qualities of the Hoglish gentleman, and many 
of our city’s poor will migs the generous hand 
from which they have often received sybstan- 
tial assistance, If he had faults, they are the 
faults which are common to generous natures, 
sod they wereatoned for by the real and 
bumerops virtues of the man, 

The funeral will take place at 2 p. m. on 
Sunday, and will be \ponducted with full 
Masonio ceremonial.

The Infernal Machine. 


SOME MORE DETAILS AS TO ITS CONSTRUC- 
TION—PUTTING THE LOADED NAILS OUT 
OF HARM’S WAY—DANGEROUS THINGS 
TO RBXPERIMENT WITH—AN KXPLOSION 
AND A NARROW ESCAPE. 


(From the Witness, Deo. 8.) 

The discovery of such fearful engines of 
destruction in this city produced an inter- 
ost, to say the least, which, as matters ure 
further investigated, does not decline. The 
contenta of the second box were placed in 
the hands of Mr. John A. Finn, chowist 
and druggist, for analysis. He found the 
body of the machine below the clock work 
very much the same as the other. It con- 
tained twelve cartridges and twehty-four 
spikes. ‘These spikes are hollow, aud are 
loaded with powerful explosives. On tho 
head of each is acap, by which it might be 
exploded, 

The clock work ocoupies the upper sec- 
tion, which is separated by % partition, It 
was not upright but lying sideways. It 
eontrolled a clamp which held the spring 
which was to strike the cap. The cap was 
inserted ina tube, this tube containing 
powder and running down into the body of 
the machine, It connected thero with 
some fulminate of mercury at the top of 
another tube containing some gunootton. 
Each of these cartridges contain over three 
ounces and a half of a terrible explosive, 
of which electro-glycerine forms the greater 
part. The lower part of the machine is 
divided by a partition of Oalifornia red 
wood. The nails are a most fiendish inven- 
tion; they are formed of sinall plates of iron, 
with deposits of nitro-glycerine between, so 
that from top to bottom there are several 
charges of the explosive running through 
the spike, On each of them there is a cap 
on the head, by which it would be exploded, 
The intention thus apparently waa to use 
the machine in a crowd, where it would 
prove most destructive, and not for the 
purpose ot blowing upa building. These 
spikes would be rent into small pieces and 
prove most deadly missiles. 

The machine opened from the top. The 
cartridges and spikes were both tightly 
psoked in gn explosive composition. 


Last evening Mr. Finn was examining, 
one of them which,had been frozen, and 
had thug lost much of its explosive power. 
He removed the cap with his pen-knife, but 
immediately there was a terrible explosion, 
and the nail was rent in two. Fortunately 
only one peotion exploded, and even that 
had lost much of its power. {t was almost 
mirecylous that po one in the office was 
injured at the time, ‘Phe remsinder of the 
material will be exploded on Baturday on 
Fletcher's Field. Those who have been 
working about the machine are nearly all 
more or joag pick to-day from the poisonous 
fumes, 

Mr, Finn this morning received a threat- 
ening letter to the effect that he would 
suffer for having had anything to do with 
exposing the infernal machine. ‘The spell- 
ing was bad, and the signature was *‘ Oart- 
ridge,’” Mr, Finn regards it as a joke, 

The Vbjef of Police hed gixtaop of the 
loaded spikes ip his possession, and, desir- 
ing to put them out of harm’s way, gaye 
them to Detective Lafon to have them 
dropped into the current outside the harbor, 
Our reporter accompanied him down to 


#oe Vinoent’s boat-house, The snow was 
shaken frow @ akiff and the deadly articles 
were soon borne over the water and scat- 
tered in the current,so that even if a dredge 
should strike one of them it could not re- 
ceive much damage, 


Bishop Hayquier. 


HIS LORDSHIP DROPS DEAD WHILE YISITING 
TORONTO, 


The Globe of the 8th says:—‘* Yesterday 
afternoon about two p.m., Frederick D. Fau- 
quier, Bishop of Algoma, died suddenly in 
this city, He had arrlyed on the preceding 
afternoon from Drummondyillo, whore hoe bad 
been resting for a few days, and was eteying 
at the residence of Mr, Frank Arnoldi, 151 
John strect. For some timo past he has been 
ailing slightly, but not to such an extent as 
to cocasion any uneasiness to his friends ; and 
yesterday morning on rising ho oxpressod 
himself as fooling better than he had felt for 
some timo. Hw took bis bronkfaat heartily, 
and spent the forenoon in doing some of hig 
diocesan work. About half-past one he was 
proparing to leave the house to keop an en- 
gagemont, when he dropped down in tho hall 
and expired in afow minutes. Dr. Temple, 
who was ou tho spot within a very short time, 
pronounced lifo oxtinot, and expresood bis 
opinion that death was caused by discnso of 
the heart.

Ho» was a native of England, where ho 
received his education ard was prepared for 
tho ministry by the late Bishop Bethune, and 
wasn D. ©.

THE PRISONER CONEESSES. 


FULL PARTIOULARS. 


MONTREAL, Q., Doo., ®: At four minutes 
past eight o'clock this morning Hugh Hay- 
vern expiated his orimo of murdering 
Wm, Salter, a fellow convict io the St, Vio 
cent Do Paul ponitentiary,o™ tho 26thjof May 
last, at the hands of the public executioner, 
and within the precinct of tho common gaol 


hore, 
Th@prisonor had boon constantly attended 


to for some timo paat, by Rev. Father Lavalle, 
tho Chaplain of tho prison; but yosterday 
evoning that gentleman was relieved from his 
incessant labors by the Rev. Father Knox, 
and Rev. Fathor Casoau, who sat ap with 
tho unfortuoate: criminal all night and cole- 
brated the offices of the church, At an early 
hour this morning in tho condemned cell, 
where an altar had been erected by the Sisters 
of Charity, for the benefit of the culprit, 
Rishop Fabrovvisited Hay vern yostorday, for 
the second time and exhorted the condemned 
man to look to the Almighty tor strength to 
enablo him to pass through tho dreadful ordeal 
that was before him, 

Before his } ordship took his departure the 
prisouer gave the good Bishop assurances of 
his full preparation for the future state and 
his doterminatiou to moet his doom without 
fear. During the night be slept but little, 
being apparently much disturbed in mind and 
body. He oonyeracd troely during his waking 
moments with the guards and othors io at- 
tendance. He admitted his guilt of the hor- 
rible murder for which he was to suffor, Hoe 
expressed the deepest contrition for oommit- 
ting the dreadful deed, and said ho did not 
know what impelled him tothe act. He 
denied haviog any cause for revenge against 
his victim, and said that poor Salter’s soul 
was in Heaven, Seeing that be bad given him 
no time to prepare for death, he ackaowledyed 
the justico of his sentence, and remarked that 
jf sny mon desired to be hanged he did, 

With respect to his alleged aberration of 
mind, he said he thought he was sano, but at 
times he thought he must have been insanc, 
“Tt is pretty hard to die, seeing that Jife is 
aweot,” he esid, but if it were not for tho 
disgrace cntailed upon his family, he would 
as soon be dead as live, 

At an early hour a light breakfast was fur- 
nis) ed, which he partook of sptringly. Bo- 
foro daylight the officials began to nssssmble 
in the gaol Mr, Deputy Sheriff Sanborn was 
tho otivt an the absence of High Soeriff 
Ohauveav, who is at present in Quebec. 
Tho kev. chaplain, Father Lavalle, was pros- 
ent wit the other Rev'd gentlemen alresdy 
meutioned, The last rites of the Church were 
adminuwtered, and a most affectionate oxho:t- 
ation given to the doomed man on the brink 
of the grave to be ready, 


in a black gown Jeading the way. The pris- 
oner was eupported by two Wardens, and he 
appesied physically weak, and pale as death, 
The rosffold had been creoted in an anyle out- 
aide the prison, but within the outer walle, on 
the north-enst side. 

On emo: ging from the door facing tho steps 
ascending to the scaffold, Heyvern gave a 
frightened gl: nce at the spectators who were 
collected outside a fence about a hundred feet 
off. Tho ex-cutioner was directly bebind, 
clothed ina Black mask, no part of his fea- 
tnres being visible, ‘Tho Reverend Fathora 
were also in attendancs with soothing words 
of cewfort up to the last. 


It was expected that Hayvern weld say 
something on the eve of being lannohed into 
eternity, but those presont wero disappointed, 
ag ho only bid sdien to thoge who had been so 
kind to him during his ponfinement inside 
the goo]. His arms had been strapped 
to his sides, so the only further pre- 
paration was to tighten the straps up” 
on hia leggs. Everything being adjusted, 
but without acapor covering of any kind 
being thrown over his face, the lover was 
touched with his foot by the executioner, the 
holt pprang cnt and the body of Hugh Hay- 
yern was dangling down helow. }With the 
exception of the gtretohing oyt of his lega to 
their fullest length, there were no oon 
yulsive moyements of the body, beyond some 
vory slight nervous twingesof the muscles of 
the neck and shoulders, The physicians of 
the jail pronounced him «lead in eleven min- 
ptes after the bolt was dcawn, Hayvern was 
28 years of age, ars) wap bropght up to no 
business. His parents aro [righ, but he was 
born {n Montreal, His mother stated in tho 
witness box that he had never earned a 
dollar by honest labor. He was convicted 
tyenty-three times, for all the offences 
in tho oriminal oglendar, in our local 
courts, During the brief period be was 
out of prison, his mother stated in court that 
he was never sober, At the time of the mur- 
der for which he has paid the last ponalty of 
the oriminal law, he was serying his time for 
highway robbery with violence upon 4 man 
who hed previously treated him generously. 
One of bis most frequent offences was brytal 
assaults upcn the polico, Phy:ically he was 
not a powerful man; he «tood about 5 feot 9 
incher, and was rather slimly built.

FEARFUL TRAGEDY IN VIENNA 
A THEATRE BUBNED. 


Four Hundred Lives Lost, 

Viewna, Doo, 8,—Tho Ring theatre, for- 
merely -the Comio Opera house, the second 
finest theatre in the city, took fire to night 
just before the beginnivg of the oprra ‘The 
fire was caused by the fall of a lampon the 
stage, The house wes tolerably full and the 
los of Jife is vory,great. Up to 9;30 p. m,, 
seventy bodies had been revovered. Many 
persons were injured, Sixty wore saved with 
ladders, and by jumping into clothes held 
below, The greatest «ffurts were made to 
savo life. ‘The scene was terrible, the flames 
shooting up through the roof and eventually 
gutting tho entire building. 

11 p. m.—A hundred and forty-ti © bodies 
have boen brought ont of the theatre, but the 
dead therein. are still numerous, many bodies 
having been consumed in the galleries and 
other elevated parts of the building. The 
chief cause of the cata*tyophe was that in the 
confusion the iron partition separating the 
stago from tho auditorium was not lowered, 
Thousands of people assembled in tho neigh- 
boring streets, where thoy could hear the cries 
of agony of the people at the windows of the 
theatre praying to be saved, The rapidity of 
tne flames prevented the people from taking 
advantage of the ordinary exits. Only asmall 
proportion of the audience sayed themselves, 
which they did by leaping from tho windows, 
three stories high, into cloths held below. 

M)psient,—The taking out of the bodies 
from the theatre continues, It is estimated 
that 300 persons porished, * Some of the bodics 
are fearfully disfigured. S»veral persons were 
injured springing from the windows. Among 
the missing are Fife, Court Musical Direotor, 
and Hellmersperger. Most of the bodies 
identitiod up to the present aro those of trades- 
men and minor officials, On the spreading of 
the nows of the disaster the performances at 
the other theatres wore stopped, 

Vienna, Dec, 9 — The loss of life by the 
theatre fire is catimated as high as 400. 

The latest reports say that the crowds in 
tho galleries preseed towards the door and 
crashed each other, thus preventing most of 
the number from escaping. Tho smoke and 
fumes completed the work of death within 
five minutes after the first alarm was givon. 

Tho dead in the uppermost gallery lay in 
great masses, 

It is believed that there are no Amoricans 
among the dead, 

Vienna, Dec. 9.—270 bodies have been 
recovered from the ruins «f the Ring Theatre, 
The fourth gallory has not yot been explored, 
It is believed that nct a person escaped from 
that gallory and very few from the third gal 
lory. 

The bodies last recovered are little more 
than charred fragments, 

Tho law prescribes the use of oll lamps in 
the corridors of theatres, so that tho exits 
shail be discernible in the event of the failure 
of the gae. This precaution was utterly no- 
glected. 

Tho ptrsop jn charge of the iron ourtain 
betwoon the stgge and auditorium fled at the 
firet alarm.

Now it grieyes me, it pains me, to 
think how far more profoundly reverent 
would be the laws respecting literature if 
you could only get drunk on it. Still the 
world moves, and the interests of literature 
on our continent are improving all the 
time. Let us be content, and wait. Now, 
wo have with us a foellow-crafteman, born on 
our own side of the Atlantic, who hag 
created an epoch in the literary history of 
this Qontinent of ours, an author who has 
earned, and worthily earned, the yast dis. 
tinction of heing crowned by the Academy 
of France, And this is honor and achieye- 
ment enough for the cauae and the oraft 
for one decade assuredly.

Brodie, tho surveyor in 
charge, and othora were severely frozen, Thoy 
suffered dreadful privations, their provisions 
giving out. When reduced to semi-starvation 
thoy killed a pony for food.

Nine Men Burned—Hleven Serlous- 
ly Hurt. 


A telegram trom Pittsburg on the J0th 
gives the following further partioulars of the 
fatal fire near that place on that day :—‘‘ The 
building was 8 rude board structure. Forty- 
threo laborers sleptin the loft formed by the 
sloping roof, Two openings for light wore 
closed at night by sliding doors, The /oft 
was filled with straw an! other combustible 
material. Tho stairs leading to the loft wire 
little better than a ladder, ‘Lhe fire was 
caused by the oxplosion of a lamp in the 
kitchen. The keepor of the house, who was 
up, aroused his wifo and the servant girls, 
and they all esaaped, The keoper shouted 
to the men upstairs, but tho flames, 
which spread with great rapidity, enveloped 
the stairway, cutting off all means of osoape 
that way. Twenty-three of th soccup ante of 
tho lott sucoeeded in squeezing through the 
Openings, some with their underclothing on 
fire Others rushed frantically about the 
room, uttering agonizing cries, but the smoke 
speedily suffocated thom. ‘Tho survivors 
writhed in pain and shivered in the frosty 
air. The sufferers wore cared for as soon as 
possible, and brought here by spscial train. 

Six bodies were found this morning in a 
heap in a corner of the ruins of the buraod 
building. 

Later.—An invostigation shows that only 
nine persons wers burned. Eloven were 
seriously hurt, three of whom will die.

These reflections arose from a story with 
which, not long ago, I became acquainted.

He is sitting on ‘the bottom stone of a 
magniticent flight of steps, which lead up 
to a handsome door, situated in the centre 
of a large many windowed house, which, 
fronted,with handsome iron rails round tHe 
area, is built of fine brick, and oraamented 
with abundance of stone work, in cornices 
and architraves. This house stands in ono 
of the best streets in the neighborhood of 
Grosvenor Square. 

He is clothed in garments that once were 
fashionable ; but now are discolored with 
much wear and long exposure to wind and 
weather ; so much so, that in several places 
they are falling into tatters. His face, the 
features of which are very finely out, and 
atill bear the traces of a once very remark- 
able beauty—is wan, attenuated, and be- 
grimed with dust, dirt,'and neglect.

present ; for it'is only about six o'clock in 
the morning, and life has not yet begun to 
stir within the mansion. 

His cheek rests upon his thin, withered. 
and unwashed hand, as he cgats his eyes 
first upwards, then downwards,then slowly, 
and with a sort of gloomy indifference, 
around. 

He looks upward. Is it towards the aky ; 
where the great lord of earthly light—type 
of the more glorious Sun which should arise 
“with healing on its wings’-—is diffusing 
the cheering effulgence of the dawn, calling 
forth the fresh and wholesome airs of the 
morning, and literally basing away the 
as spirits of the night? Is he looking 
there 

No ; he is no seeker of the light ; he feels 
not its bleased influence ; he heeds not the 
sweet fresh rising of the m as it 
breathes over the polluted city, and pours,

ANOTHER GUY FAWKES—PLOT TO MURDER 
THE BAITISH MINISTER TO THE UNITED 
STATES. 


The Rossa gang, ag is their habit, are 
taking full responsibility for the infernal 
machings which have been found at Mon. 
troal though whether they have really any- 
thing to do with them is another question. 
A “prominent Trish agitator’ has been in« 
terviewed byja roporter of the New York 
Times, and hes boon dilating on tho enor- 
inous plans and power ot the Irish ‘* Na- 
tionalists” in Amorica, Arked about tho 
telegram received by the Chief of Police 
of Montreal—‘ Sorry for failure ; will do 
better next time ; Redmond McNamara’— 
the agitator said that McNamara returned 
from Oanada on Tuesday night. ‘' He is a 
determined fellow, as brave as a lion and 
4s true as stecl. Six months ago he shot a 
landlord in Ireland and came ‘to this 
country. In Ireland he was a» gentleman’ 
and kept a pack of hounds, but he was in 
fall sympathy with the poor peasantry. His 
fathdris a solicitor in the county of Kerry, 
and ho is descended from ‘ Fireball’ Mo- 
Namarg, of the county Olare, the greatest 
duollist Troland over produced. Every 
Irish agitator is proud of him. He isa 
large, handsome fellow, about thirty-five 
years old—but I will not. describe him 
too minutely for fear of his detection.’’ Me- 
Namara was accompanied to this country by 
three other trusted men and brought about 
$10,000 with him, The real purpose of the 
lour men was to kill the British Minister 
at Washington, The conspiracy was a deep 
laid and desperate one, but it failed. The 
plot was for 60 men to row out to the vessel 
when the Minister returned to America, 
and for a number of them to board the shi 
with explosives. Bombs would have b 
hurled at the Minister, and he would have 
been killed, but he saved his life by land- 
ing at Philadelphia. Possibly some of the 
men themselves might haye been killed, 
but they were prepared to lay down their 
lives. When this plot failed, MacNamara 
and his associates pre for the trip to 
Canada. The advan Irish Nationalists 
gavo them four infernal machines, and 
these they took with them todo the work. 
McNamara cold me that the machings were 
defective and would not work, the spri 
hamrher not being atrong enough to explode 
the dynamite,” But the agita on to 
say that the machines aresimple but perfect. 
His description of them hardly coincides 
with the reality. ‘The clock-work, five 
hours after it is started running, causes a 
lever to swing round a half cine and drop 
into a slot,striking a cap made of fulminate 
of mercury, which explodés the dynamite. 
Those machines’ wore made in New York. 
They are ‘contained in a small iron box,and 
the statement that they are harmless is pre- 
posterous, Why, each machine represents 
in force 1,000 pounds of gunpowder. The 
intention was to blow up the Court House 
in Montreal, the House of Parliament in 
Ottawa, and the arsenal in Quebec, And 
this will yet'be done. Our object is not 
only destruction but death, and the work 
now fairly, begun will not be stopped until 
Parnell and every Irish leader is liberated, 
$5,000 is offered by the Advanced Irish 
Nationalists for the killing of Forster, and 
$5,000 more for the killing of Gladstone. 
Eight good men are now seeking their 
lives, and sure as thero is a living God, of 
the two, Korster certainly will not be alive 
the 1st of February. ;

O Donovan Rossa is at the head of four 
combined Irish societies with 10,000 mon 
under him, and secret mectings ure held 
in New York. The spoaker asserted that 
$500,000 could be raised as a skirmishing 
fund. He claimed that Woodstock, N. B., 
was burnt by Rossa’s men, inflicting $200, - 
000 to English insurance companies. The 
wan who fired tho bomb at the Ozar was 
in their employ, and’ whatever’ chemistry 
could do would) be done. The agitator 
concluded thus; ‘‘I can tell you that 
whatover English Goyernment rules or 
English institutions exist a reign of torror 
will bo instituted, and the power will 
know no peace until tho condition of Ire- 
land is amoliorated. I haye told you a 
groat deal »more than J intended to, but 
the future will bring forth things that the 
English tyrants do not dream, of.” 

The discreet reporter took the precaution 
to call on “another well-informed Trish- 
man,” who said that while thero was some 
foundation for the story given aboye, the 
facts were very much oxasggerated. O'- 
Donovan Rossa hed only a small party be- 
hind him, wad the allegation that large 
sums of money are coming in weekly are 
not true.. Tho Irish Nationalists in this 
country; with fow exceptions, ropudiate 
all connection with Roossa’s society, and 
they have no sympathy with his plans,”

Winnireo, Man,, Deo, 12, 

The Menitobsn capital is at the present 
hour ong of tho liveliest goones in cortain 
Ways that ) prrson can behold. Everybody 
is buying an«inolling real estate, and all who 
are ¢ngayed in the speculation are, to use an 
old expresdion full aa pleasant moaning, ‘‘coin- 
ing money,"’ Ono year ago real estate agencies 
Wero not vory numerous: only hero and there 
you would #ov a shingle hanging out, by fail- 
ing to draw attention, Now you may travel 
from one end «f the city to the other and real 
estate placardn by the dozen staring you 
in thoface, Dho pedestrian has to exeroleo 
great care whilo walking along tho streets to 
prevont stumbling against the latest bulletin. 
All, from the governor to the servant, are 
casting their lot into fortune’s lap. No other 
topic 19 discussed just now, All other affairs 
pro being neglected tomcertain extent, while 
this receives the whole attention: New towns 
are springing up every day, maps are ciroulat- 
ed, the auction sale ia called, a almost with- 
out questioning tho lots are bought up by the 
eager speculater, and probably before a week 
rolla round those lots have passed through the 
hands of = dozen spooulators and money 
made at overy transfer. It is really 
astonisbiog. Ourreaders; at eo great a dis- 
tance from the scene ~faction, can form no 
reasonablo idea of how wild and enthusiastio 
the people have become. Men drawing only 
ordinary da)aries,accummulate a little money, 
leayo their situations and’ go into town lots,” 
One young man—a fireman on the O. P. R.— 
having one hundred dollars at-his command, 
tenderod hia resignation,to the company, im- 
mediately he opened up an office, and now is 
one of the speculators. of the city, Another 
engineer—Josoph Little of the 9, P, R.—took 
timilat action an! left the company. Now he 
walks the stroots watching his opportunity, 
and tojmy certain knowledge he averaged for 
every day last week $50, or threo hundred 
dollars for the werk. To give you an idea of 
how the money ismade: A young man in 
this city sold three lots to a dealer for $1,300. 
The dealer the same day sold the same lots to 
another party at an advance of $50 on the 
original price. Purchaser number throe part- 
ed with them toa private and oonfidential 
{jend. who had told purchaser number. three 
to *‘keop his eye skinned and let him know if 
there was an. in the wind,” for $1,700, 
The confidential friend the following day 
parted with them for the sum of 400, 
What became of them after that I am not 
prepared to say, but this is only an illustra- 
tion showing how monoy can be and is being 
made in buying and selling property in the 
city of Winnipeg. Every hotel in the city 
has o res] eatate room in connection with it, 
The proprietors. of second hand furniture 
‘wtores say that they cannot keep a square top 
table two hours at a timo, as the real estate 
men buy them up. 

The growth ot this city is really ical ; it 
is spreading out likea mushroom, and every- 
body is s0 astonished at its pro that no 
one will yenture a prophecy as to its future, 
aayo that ‘‘it is bound to bea great city.” 
This present year there have been over $2,- 
500,000 spent in: building operations alone, 
and it is very probable that if men and mas- 
terial had been obtainab'e, that amount would 
have been doubled, Bricklayers drow as high 
ay seven dollars per day wages; carpenters 
four dollars: plasterers and stonemasons cor- 
respondingly high. Hotels have been erected 
in every part of the city, Most of them are 
of a high order,—atill with the increased ac- 
commodation, a traveller runs a risk of not 
getting a bed upon his arrival in “the city. 

rom the appearance Of the streets one would 
ima.ine that the whole tide of immigration 
this year had settled in Winnipeg, neverthe- 
less the country has received’ a fair share, aud 
another year’s report from the immigration 
department will be an ble surprisa to 
the people of Canada The Syndicate are 
making preparations for a large inflax of im- 
migration from Great Britain this rome. ce 
They, with that perfect system which - 
terizes them in all matters with which they 
have to deal, will within the next decade roll 
a tide of human souls into this country, the 
action of which wave will change the grassy 
appearance of this territory’s surface into the 
glittcting beauty of nature's cereal productions 
—the ebbs and flows of its mighty wave will 
chafe the hills, and transform the valleys into 
mines of wealth for the industrious husband. 
man. The offect which this combination of 
capitalists has produced upon this country 
is really marvellous, and while we are to 
remember that only the initiatory steps base 
b on taken by them, we can with astonish- 
men\ Jook forwa:d to the future in expectation 
of greater developments than have been made 
hererto. Thecry of ‘Syndicate monopoly,” 
soloudly rang from one endof the Lower 
Provinces to the other, is novor heard of here. 
Such a thing as a grumbler cannot be found in 
the country, unless it may be somo Gritdyed 
politician who cannot be held respoosible for 
an inbred sin, ‘Ihe people of this country are 
proud of the Syndicate. Both Tory and Grit 
are load in their praise of it, and if an expres- 
sivn should bo asked of the property holdera 
of this country respecting the popularity of 
the Canada Pacific Railway Company, bino- 
tenths of the people would pronounco in favor 
of it. 


Lefroy’s Hxecution. 


A RUSINESS-LIRE HANGING WITH MARWOOD'S 
LATESL IMPROVEMENT, 


(London News, November 30.) 


The execution of Lefroy, which took place 
youterday morning inside Lowos jsil, was car- 
ried out simply, punctually and offectually, 
Tho Lowes gallows is soarranged that when the 
oxedution cakes place the rubjoot dropa out of 
sight below the surfaco of the earth, Tho 
‘“deop'' is flash with the surfacw. Under- 
noath jr a equare pit bricked at tho sides and 
base of 11 or 12 feet in depth. Above the 
drop is a croes-boam supported by two up. 
rights, from which is suspended the rope. On 
moving o lever which is connected with bolts 
sustaining the drop the latter parts in the 
doutro, either side hanging on ita hinges, avd 
tho sight of a criminal hanging lifoloas in the 
air ia thus avoided. At about 8:30 the re- 
porters, to the numbor of about fifteen —who, 
with the oxceptiou ef the jail offic als wore 
the only witnesses of the oxooution—wero ad- 
mitted to the jail’ At 8:45 tho first noto of 
tho prison bell was sounded; and its knoll oon- 
tinued at regular intervals until overything 
was over. At 5,65 a warder summoned the 
reporters, who followed him through two 
courtyards in which as the payed pathway in- 
dicated, tho convicts are ip thé habit of takin, 
their daily oxerdiso, ‘In thé third ao 
final one was orected tho gallows, Just 
inside the doorway stood Marwood with 
hie pinioning apperatus in hie band, Ho 
was simmoned away, snd a pause of sdwe 
{ow momente onsucd, at the oud of which the 
yeine of the chaplain» was heard, and those 
standing in the courtyard bared thoir heads 
and turned towardda further door, whonoe 
the procession was issuing, The chaplain, 
robed ip hia aurplioo, came first, pronodnolog 
in a loud voieo, though with ovidont signa of 
emotion, th appointed sotvioe, Tho oontral 
and copspioucts objoot of that little band 
that slowly defiled towards tho pletform
